Sooner or later, this country i3 going to have 
to do something drastic about non-esaential govern- 
ment spending. And—in the light of growing mili- 
tary and other national gecurity demands—it had 
■ 'better be sooner. ■y:'. -^ ;ft-";'ja ; ,.. : ffi^: 
,. Ndturally enough, there is a wide diversity of 
opinion as to what'is and Is notjessntial. It's a case 
of one' man's meat being another man's poison. But 
there is at least one important field in which there 
should be little controversy— that is in the field of 
government activities which are of a commercial 
business character, which are competitive with tax- 
paying, commercial '.. business, and which would be 
taken oyer by taKpaying commercial business if the 
government called it quits. 

Many examples could be cited. One Is Of par- 
ticular interest, due to the prospect of higher postal 
rates. This is fourth-class mail— the parcel post 
category. It. competes directly with both national 
and local private. parcel and freight handlers. If It 
didn't exist, these, handlers would do whatever job 
' is needed. It' has long operated at a loss. to the post- 
office . department— which simply means that it is 
subsidized by all the taxpayers, whether they ever 
use it or not. It pays no taxes. Therefore, in addi- 
tion to feeding on the U. S. Treasury, it eliminates 
revenue the Treasury would otherwise receive. 

A powerful case can be made for the proposition- 
that government should not engage in any activity of 
a commercial business type. Short of that, there, can 
be no logical excuse for' the failure of government 
business operation to pay the freight. And parcel 
post isn't doing it. 
( * * * * 

Holders of Hie Key - 

Will the current decline in business continue? 
Or will it level off? Or will a new upward surge 
set in? 

To a ver/ greatf extent, the answers to these 
and other auch questions will be found in the state 
of retail trade during the months ahead. 

This, in effect, was what Professor Malcolm T. 
McNair, the distinguished Harvard University au- 
thority on retailing, *old the recent convention of 
the National Retail Merchants Association. In his 
words: "The consumer holds the key not only to the 
fortunes of retail business in 1958, but in a larger 
sense to the fortunes of the total economy." 

' This view has become a generally held one. The 
heavy stress used to be laid upon production figures. 
But consumption figures are equally important, and 
some think they are more important. It's obvious 
that production in any line can't hold up long unless 
people buy the goods. So the' volume of retail trade 
directly determines what goes on in the factories. 

Retailers know that competition will-' be tough 
this year. They .know that consumers are doing more 
shopping around and more planning before buying. 
Every merchant will do all he can to offer the most 



attractive -Inducements /and the best buya possible. 
And, it is good to report, most retail spokesmen aeenv 
reasonably optimistic about the sales prospects.

Dark Spots in the Railroad Picture 

A .-long parade of authoritative witnesses ap- 
peared before the Senate's Surface Transportation 
Subcommittee to discuss what is termed "the de- 
teriorating railroad situation" The decline in rail- 
road traffic and earnings has reached emergency 
proportions. 

The witnesses made many proposals designed to 
help get the railroads back on their financial feet, 
and to enable them to keep ,on giving this country 
the kind and quality of service it urgently needs. 
And the biggest trouble of all, it was pointed out 
time and again, is that the railroads are given "un- 
equal treatment in the competitive race for. traffic." 

There are three major examples of this. First, 
the railroads' chief "competitors — commercial truck- 
ers, airlines and users of inland waterways— are afy 
publicly subsidized, directly or indirectly. The rail- 
roads alone must pay all the costs of their opera- 
tions, s 

Second, there are severe restrictions on the rail- 
roads' right to diversify. In other words, they are 
prevented from going into other fields of trans- 
portation, even though they could do this profitably 
and provide a needed and desired public service. 

Third, there are strict artificial limitations on 
the railroad's freedom to exploit their inherent ad- 
vantages. For instance, railroads can't reduce rates 
to meet competition and attract business if, in the 
view of the regulatory authorities, this would have 
a deleterious effect on other carriers. That's very 
much like holding that a. store can't cut a price be- 
cause the result would be to take trade from anothei 
store. * 

These and other prohibitions, it should be noted, 
Stem from the day when the, railroads had a monopoly 
of big-scale commercial transportation — a dav that 
has gone forever. All the industry asks— and all 
that the public interest demands — is that laws and 
policies reflect the conditions of today, not yesterday.

According to Marvin Chandler, 
president of Northern. Illinois Gas 
Company, if regulatory approvals 
are . received promptly and there 
are no difficulties in acquiring 
right-of-way, obtaining materials 
and completing construction, this 
new supply could be available be- 
fore the peak of the 1958-59 heating 
season. 

"As soon as a dependable time 
of delivery can be established/' 
Chandler reported in a letter being 
mailed stockholders, "We will au- 
thorize as many additional house? 
heating connections as the new sup- 
ply, coupled with our other pipeline 
flow gas, storage and peak shaving 
facilities, could ■ then handle. Our 
best guess now is this would. per- 
mit authorizing between one-third 
and one-half of our present wait- 
ing list of about 115,000 applicants." 

According to the plans, Northern 
Natural Gas Company (which now 
serves natural gas in Minnesota, 
Iowa, Nebraska, South Dakota and 
Kansas) will build a line across the 
Mississippi River at Dubuque, Iowa, 
from its present facilities. North- 
ern Illinois Gas will receive its 
now supply near East Dubuque, 111., 
and construct a 140 mile pipeline 
across the northern part of the 
state to points of connection with 
present facilities. Its eastern ter- 
minus will be near Des PloJncs, 111. 
The new project, estimated to cost 
$15 million, would raise the com- 
pany's five-year (1958-82) con- 
struction budget to about $140 mil- 
lion, i

The curriculum in social studies 
at Antioch Townahip High School

The elec- 
tive courses available at this time 
are World History and Social Prob- 
lems. Generally speaking the World

There are three members of the 

' faculty teaching in the department. 
One teaches strictly In the field of 

. American History; another a com- 
bination ot American History, Am- 
erican Government, and Social 

, Problems; a third teaches the World 
History classes with a partial class 
load in the Science Department. 
Additional staff members will be- 
come a necessity In the hear future 
due to an expanding Curriculum and 

^ growth In enrollment 

The department consists of five 
sections of American'' History- and 

,' three sections of World History, 
each averaging thirty students per 
class. The Senior ^courses ' are 
taught on a semester basis with two 

. sections of American Government, 
each semester averaging, thirty stu 
dents each. The course in Social 
Problems, a Senior course, Is offered 
both terms; it has an average of 
thirty-seven students in each class 
who take ^advantage of this oppor 
tunity. W.., 
Facilities— 

The Social Studies Department Is 
at present adequately equipped. 
Two classrooms are available with 
a seating capacity of approximate- 
ly 75 students. With the rapidly 
increasing enrollment, however, 
these two rooms will be inadequate 
In the very near future. 
Objectives- 
Students taking courses In this 
department are classified ' as "ad- 
vanced, average, and slow. Such 
classifications are based upon eighth' 
grade achievement scores; Fresh 
man, Sophomore and Junior aca- 
demic grades; the state-wide Junior 
Achievement Tests; teachers* evalu 
ations. One of our main objectives 
is to allow each » student to ad- 
vance according to his or her abil- 
ity. An attempt is made to en- 
courage the slow student to work 
up'to his capacity; the average stu- 
dent to advance in the direction 
which, will enable him to achieve 
the required standards set up by the 
department and the state; the ad- 
vanced group is encouraged to go 
above and beyond the standard in 
an attempt to utilize their superior 
abilities.

In American History the purpose 
Is to develop a great appreciation 
for the {social and cultural heritage 
which is ours, to expose why a na« 
Hon with so many natural geo- 
graphic and ■;: cultural advantages 
must develop along democratic line*!, 
project itself into a position of 
world power 'and become a leader 
among men. 

. Our aim in Social Problems is to 
expose the everyday problems of 
every community to our future citi- 
zens, to provoke good thinking, to 
help create a better understanding 
of situations which arise, methods of 
coping with them, and 'especially 
to get students to tee both sides of 
any given situation. , 

In American Government, we are 
attempting to create an understand- 
ing of our government from the 
basic principles beginning with the 
Declaration of Independence 
through the creation of the Consti- 
tution as the basic framework of all 
governments created on American 
soil. We hope to develop the feel- 
ings of American patriotism through 
the study of our flag and to educate 
our young citizens to- become good 
citizens by exercising their right 
to a voice in government through 
proper voting, as exposed through 
the study of the Australian ballot 
system. . 

There is a concentrated effort on 
the part of all teachers within .the 
Social Studies department to get 
students to read and discuss current 
material from various sources so as 
to provoke good thinking and thus 
create a better understanding of 
critical issues.

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Gas Clouds Occupy 
Interstellar Space 

WASHINGTON — The vast dis- 
tances between the stars — light 
from the star closest to the sun 
takes more than four years to 
reach the earth— are not empty. 

In Interstellar space there are 
enormous invisible clouds com- 
posed t>f gases and "grains," 
whose nature Is completely un- 
known, out of which eventually 
new stars are born. Locating and 
defining these clouds and deter- 
mining what they are made of re- 
main some of the moat pressing 
problems of modern astronomy.

Judges of election will be re- 
quired for the first time in 'the 
Ap'ril 8 primary to. expedite com- 
plete and final election returns to 
the county chairmen of the Demo- 
cratic and Republican parties.. ' 

This is a requirement under an 
amendment to the state election law 
introduced at the last session of the 
•Illinois General Assembly by State 
Rep. Jack Bairstow, Democrat of 
Waukegan. 

Bairstow explained the new law 
Wednesday night at a meeting of 
Democratic precinct committeemen, 
election judges and Democratic 
party workers from Cuba, Ela and 
Wauconda townships. The meeting 
was held-, in Kazimour's on Fox 
River between Wauconda and Bar- 
rington. / 

Bairstow said the new law re- 
quires that immediately upon com- 
pletion of the vote count in their 
precincts, election judges shall be 
required to mail certificates of elec- 
tion results to the county clerk and 
the chairmen of the Democratic and 
Republican county central commit- 
tees. He emphasized that the law 
requires ruch certificates shall be 
mailed, at -once after ballot counts 
have been completed. 
.Formerly such certificates went 
only to the county clerk, township 
clerks and to the secretary of state. 

Bairstow said the new law will 
be especially helpful in expediting 
complete and final returns- to news- 
papers and other organizations de- 
siring election result records from 
all of the 186 Lake County precincts. 

Bairstow has served three terms 
in the Illinois General Assembly 
and had received the endorsement 
of the County Democratic Central 
Committee for re-election. The pri- 
maries are Tuesday, April 8.

3. Always travel on the right 
side of the street and keep well to 
the side.

Chicago Retail Food Markets 
Week of March 17-22 

CHICAGO— Looking ahead .] the 
next thrfce weeks, the University of 
Illinois consumer service sees some 
lowering food prices, weather situ- 
ations permitting.; 

For the moment, however, the; 
weekly survey of metropolitan Chi- j 
cago wholesale and retail markets 
notes: continuing high-cost meats; 
a fifth round ^of adverse .produce 
weather, causing fresK vegetables 
primarily and some fruits totake 
anotlier cost jump; groceries remain- 
ing -generally steady, «. still offering 
homemak'ers abundant value buy 
opportunities. 

; Value meat selections this week 
almost duplicate a week ago, headed 
by lower - priced lamb leg roasts, 
better .value veal shoulder and rump 
'roasts 'and loin chops, and some 
beef cuts, mostly standing rib roasts 
and quality : cut steaks. Selected 
pork items present on last week's 
value list- arc missing this week, oh 
'advancing prices, presenting fewer 
feature opportunities for most 
stores. Even '.turkey, a continuing 
value, advanced slightly. .■>.' 

Most fresh. produce price increase 
occurred at. wholesale with slight 
retail advances noted, led by grape- 
fruit, apples and oranges in fruits, 
and tomatoes and celery (both much 
higher), and most vegetables from 
the south. * 

Grapefruit and oranges registered 
increases costwise in all three forms 
—-fresh, canned and frozen. 

Produce value considerations are 
cabbage, -carrots, broccoli, onions, 
spinach, grapefruit, avocados, pears. 

For those who have speculated on 
this winter's produce prices, the 
facts indicate weather resulted in a 
15 per cent drop in vegetable vol- 
• ume below a year ago, and 17 per 
cent below normal. Prices have 
raised in greater proportion to ex- 
ceed the high levels of two years 
ago, so that today there are vir- 
tually no cheap' vegetables on the 
market. Shipments of some items 
have been curtailed as. much as 50 
per cent. Items most severely af- 
fected are tomatoes, sweetcorn (al- 
most non-existent this season), snap 
beans, green peppers, cauliflower 
and cucumbers, to' name a few. Af- 
fected to a lesser extent are egg- 
plant, lettuce, escarole and broccoli. 

It should be noted, too, that total 
meat production is off 12 per cent 
from a year ago, a major contribut- 
ing factor to current price levels. 

To strike a more encouraging note, 
the U. of I. looks ahead toward 
spring and sees a general improve- 
ment in the produce picture based 
on new production. Within the next 
two weeks, for instance, consumers 
can expect fresh sweetcorn and 
green beans on the market.'
